During  the  past  year,  1947,  the  health  of  the  District  has 
again  been  good. 

Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  compaiative  statistics  on 
Rage  6 which  shows  liow  favourably  tliose  of  Clacton  compare 
with  England  & Wales  as  a whole. 

The  outstanrling  features  are  : — 

1.  The  absence  of  Maternal  deaths  for  the  third  successive 
year. 

2.  'Pile  Infantile  Mortality  under  30. 

3.  'Ptie  complete  freedom  from  Ihieipeial  Fever  and 
Pyrexia. 

Phe  infectious  disease  rate  is  also  \ery  low;  Measles  being 
the  only  disease  showing  any  degree  of  prevalence,  whilst  the 
absence  of  Dipti’theria  is  notewortliy  and  l•e^le(•ts  witli  tbe  national 
statistics  tbe  importance  of  .\nti-dipbthei-itic  inoculations  of  wbicb 
still  too  few  parents  take  advantage. 

It  gives  me  much  [ileasure  to  exjiress  my  thanks  for  tlu‘ 
help  and  assistance  1 have  received  from  tlie  Senior  Sanitarv  In- 
spector and  Public  Health  Staff.

MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE  — CLACTON-ON-SEA 


THIRTY-TWO  YEARS  PROGRESS 


Towards  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century,  public  opinion 
liecaine  shocked  with  regard  to  the  very  high  infantile  mortality 
lirevalent  in  this  country. 

The  inactical  outcome  of  this  movement  was  the  establish- 
ment by  purely  voluntary  liodies  what  were  the  equivalent  of  our 
modi'rn  Child  W’elfare  Clinics.  Such  a Clinic  commenced  operating 
in  Clacton  as  early  as  1916,  and  was  held  in  the  Haptist  Chapel,  Pier 
Avenue.  'The  staff  consisted  of  14  voluntary  workers  and  a Sister 
Superintendent  (Mrs.  Dennett).  This  Clinic  appears  to  have  been 
much  appreciated  and  to  have  laid  a sound  foundation  to  Clacton’s 
.Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  Notification  of  Births  (Extension!  Act  of  1915  made  the 
notification  of  births  to  the  local  Medical  Officei-  of  Health  compul- 
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SOiy,  and  it  was  necessary  for  the  (iomu-il  li>  aiipoint  a lh  allli 
\hsitor  to  follow  11))  each  notilicalioii. 

'I'iui  Mati'riiity  and  (huld  Welfare*  Act  of  1918  went  rnrther 
a’ld  placed  upon  all  l.ocal  Aidhorities  the  ol)liu,ation  of  making  pro- 
vision for  the  care  of  iMothers  and  Infants  under  5 yt'ars  of  age.  In 
conse(|nence  of  this  legislation,  the  (ilacton  Council  on  the  1st  Ai)ril 
1919,  took  over  the  control  of  the  then  existing  Welfare  Centre  in 
Pier  .Avenue  from  the  N'olnntary  Committee  who  had  organised  and 
ran  it. 

The  two  sepaiaite  i)osts  of  Health  Vi.sitor  and  Su])erintendent 
of  the  WYdfare  Centre  wej-e  combined  in  1920,  and  the  former  was 
giv('n  the  charge  of  the  Maternity  ami  Child  Welfare  Centre  in 
addition  to  her  duties  under  the  Notification  of  Hirths  .Acts. 

.As  the  attendances  increased,  the  present  ((nailers  in  Sk('l- 
mersdale  lload  were  accpiired  and  the  Welfai-e  Clinic  was  trans- 
ferred there. 

In  1922,  a liranch  Clinic  was  ojiened  at  Kush  Creen;  this  was,  ' 
however,  closed  5 years  later. 

In  1925,  the  small  Maternity  W'ard  was  opened  on  the  1st 
Floor  of  the  ykelmersdale  lload  (llinic  under  thi*  Clacton  District 
Nursing  .Association.  Previously,  these  npjier  rooms  had  been  used 
as  a flat.  The  Clinic  itself  was  used  for  the  Minor  .Ailments  of 
School  children,  and  with  the  increasing  develo]mient  of  the  School 
Medical  Service,  it  was  found  necessary  to  extend;  conseijiiently  the 
premises  were  enlarged  in  1928  to  their  present  extent. 

With  this  extension,  the  Skehnersdale  R(  ad  Clinic  gradu- 
ally grew  by  co-operation  with  the  County  Conrcil  into  the  com- 
bined Clacton  Urban  Distj'ict  and  County  Clinic,  in  addition  to  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  activities,  accommodation  was 
found  for  the  Tuhercnlosis  Clinic,  and  further  services  were  added 
as  the  various  schemes  developed.  These  special  Clinics  were  avail- 
able to  both  School  children  (County)  and  the  mothei's  and  childri'ii 
attending  the  Clacton  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  This 
combined  development  did  not  reta’sl  the  gradual  extension  of  Clac- 
ton Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  scheim*,  but  to  vdieve  tlu'  pies- 
snre  at  the  Centre,  a oranch  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  oiKnK'd  al 
1 lolland-on-Sea  in  I9'ili,  and  now  ai  i angements  have  been  made  for 
a fnrthei*  bi*anch  Clinic  at  .lav-Wick  in  order  to  avoid  any  necessity 
for  the  curtailment  of, activities  in  respect  to  the  numerous  special 
Clinics  held  at  the  Centi*e  in  Skelmei’sdale  Road. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Urban  District's  scheme  is  confii-med  by 
the  fact  that  Clacton  has  retained  control  of  Maternity  and  Child 
administration  from  its  inception  in  1919  down  to  the  present  time.

308,464,000  gallons  of  water,  being  an  increase  of  28,130,000  gallons 
over  the  output  of  the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  equal  to  8%.

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  the  water  supply  of  the 
area  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  leaving  the  pump- 
ing Stations  are  made  at  least  monthly.  Precautionary  treatment 
with  Chlorine  is  made  at  pump  suctions  in  wells,  and  water  exam- 
ined is  treated  water. 

In  addition  to  examinations  of  water  at  source  of  supply, 
samples  of  water  taken  from  consumers’  pj-emises  in  various  parts 
of  the  District  have  been  submitted  each  month  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  reports  on  the  samples  state  that  the  water  is  of 
a high  standard  of  bacterial  purity  and  the  results  obtained  are 
consistent  with  a pure  and  wholesome  water,  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes. 

There  is  no  reason  to  consider  the  water  likely  to  have 
plumbo-solvent  action,  and  have  not  had  to  take  any  action  in  res- 
pect of  any  form  of  contamination  although  water  receives  pre- 
cautionary Chlorine  treatment. 

Out  of  a resident  population  of  21,960,  less  than  100  receive 
main  water  by  means  of  standpipes  which  supply  28  permanent 
houses. 

About  1,000  summer  chalets  in  .lay-Wick  obtain  their  water 
by  this  means,  but  these  dwellings  have  only  a nominal  population 
at  other  times  of  the  year.

sewer  were"^  laid  during  the  yeai'  under  review,  and  a rein- 
forced concrete  culvert  and  grit  chamher  constructetl. 

(h)  Ihdl  Mill  Mousing  Mstate  Sewering; 

900  yards  of  ()”  foul  and  9”  surface  water  sewers  wei-e  laid 
to  comptete  the  sewering  of  the  estate. 

'fhe  following  new  work  was  commenced  : — 

Northern  Area  Drainage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  will  provide  main  (hainage  in  the  Northern  Area 
of  the  District,  in  which  tlie  Murrsville  Mstate,  Thor[)e  Hoad,  Lon- 
don Road,  etc.,  are  siiuate.  500  properties  in  that  area  are  at  present 
drained  to  cesspools. 

(1)  Contract  No.  1. 

This  deals  with  the  construction  of  the  Main  Soil  and  Suid'ace 
water  sewers  to  drain  the  area  as  a whole. 

The  Soil  sewer  runs  from  the  existing  outfall  at  Valley  Farm, 
along  Pickers  ditch  to  a point  a cpiartei-  of  a mile  from  Thorpe 
Hoad,  where  it  branches  up  towai'ds  Corse  Lane.  Tliis  sewer 
will  drain  some  of  tlie  i)roperties  in  Hurrs  Hoad,  Corse  Lane 
and  Meadow  Close.  The  other  pro]ierties  will  he  sewered  latei- 
under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act  1892,  when  these  main 
sewers  have  been  laid. 

During  the  year  under  review,  (HK)  yaials  of  21"  dia.  Soil  sewer 
with  Manholes  and  incidental  works  were  completed. 

(2)  Contract  No.  2. 

This  involves  an  extension  of  the  main  soil  sewei-  to  a point  in 
London  Hoad  near  Fv('iTtt’s  Nui-series  to  take  in  the  sewaige 
from  Little  Clacton  for  the  Tendi-ing  Rural  District  Council.

Housing  is  the  most  urgent  Social  difficulty  at  the  present 
time  which  Clacton  shares  with  the  I'est  of  the  Country. 

Tiiere  has  lieen  no  appreciable  improvement  during  the 
year.  The  Council  have  8()  houses  in  course  of  erection  which  may 
relieve  the  position  to  a certain  extent. 

Clacton  is  a comparatively  modern  town,  and  a great  major- 
ity of  the  houses  have  been  erected  in  i-ecent  times.  Wliilst  build-: 
ing  is  essential,  everything  possible  should  lie  done  to  keep  the 
condition  of  the  older  existing  houses  static  by  repairs  and  recon- 
ditioning until  such  times  as  the  supply  of  houses  actually  exceeds 
the  demand.  Uninhabitalile  houses,  of  which  tliere  are  a few  in  this 
district,  are  very  difficult  to  deal  with  when  it  is  impossible  for  the 
occupants  to  find  other  quarters.

The  widespread  epidemic  of  Infantile  Paralysis  which 
occurred  in  this  Ciountry  during  the  summer  of  1947,  caused 
anxiety  amongst  both  residents  and  visitors. 

False  rumours  were  in  circulation  respecting  the  numl)er  of 
cases  that  occurred  in  Clacton.  In  actual  fact,  the  two  cases  that 
proved  to  l)e  Infantile  Paralysis  were  sporadic  in  character  and  there 
was  definitely  no  epidemic. 

Owing  to  the  exceptionally  hot  weather  experienced  during 
the  holiday  season,  there  were  numerous  cases  of  heat  stroke 
amongst  the  visitors,  particularly  the  children  and  early  adoles- 
cence. Owing  to  the  similarity  of  the  sym])toms  in  this  condition  and 
that  of  infantile  paralysis,  and  in  view  of  the  wides])read  prev- 
alence of  Poliomyelitis,  a few  (d  the  more  suspicious  cases  wei’e 
sent  to  hospital  as  a nrecaulionarv  measure,  which,  theie  is  little 
doubt,  gave  rise  to  the  rumours  referred  to.
